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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "second pair of 
inductors have mutual inductance and formed a transformer" must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 8-10, 21, 28-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 1 , 8, it is not clear what is meant by " excited in the common 

mode". 

Regarding claim 8-10, 28-30, it is not clear which second pair of inductors have 
"mutual inductance" and formed a "transformer", since the each disclosed drawing only 
show having a single transformer and other inductors are arranged to bias respective 
transistors. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 21-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Notthoff (20050162229 or Application No. 10/765,759). 

Regarding claims 1, 21, Notthoff (Fig. 2) disclose a differential pair circuit can be 
read as a differential amplifier comprising: a pair of transistors (Q1, Q2); a pair of 
inductors (L1 , L2) coupled to each other by mutual inductance forming a transformer 
(XF), see [0015]. Thus, the transformer XF is capable of providing impedance matching 
for the differential amplifier and that are arranged such that the mutual inductance 
increases when the differential amplifier is in a common mode. 

Regarding claims 2, 22, wherein inductors (L1 , L2) formed transformer (XF). 

Regarding claims 3, 23, wherein each transistor including an inductor and that 
inductor having mutual inductance and have similar arrangement, as such it is capable 
of providing input impedance matching for the differential amplifier. 

Regarding claims 5, 25, since the inductors (L1, L2) of reference have similar 
arrangement, thus the circuit is capable of providing noise control for the differential 
amplifier. 

Regarding claims 6, 26, wherein the inductors of reference are capable of 
increasing common mode rejection.
